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Trustees’ report recommends 
strong changes for new ESA 


The Trustees of Sir George’s 
Evening Students’ Association 
have nearly fulfilled the 
mandate they took on last 
March upon taking over the 
ESA, with the completion of 
their report to the Board of 
Governors. 

The report (see inside), 
complete with introduction and 
appendices, recommends 
strong changes in the ESA, 
most of them aimed at 
preventing the sort of mis- 
management and finaglifig that 
took place last year. All of the 
recommendations were made 
only after consultation with 
evening students in the univer- 
sity — directly, through a 
number of Open House 
evenings held in October and 
indirectly through a question- 
naire distributed at registration. 

in general terms, the report 
suggests, that. the ESA’s 
objectives should be to promote 
the interests of evening 
students at Sir George, to act as 
spokesman for those students, 
to provide for evening student 
representation on the various 
boards and committees in the 
university and to support those 
activities which would enhance 
the quality of life for evening 
students at Sir George. 

The following specific recom- 
mendations are made: the name 
of the ESA should be changed 
to the Part-Time Students’ 
Association; permission should 
be extended for delegates to 
represent evening students on 
committees and boards in the 
university, rather than specific 
individuals; no member of the 


ESA at the time of trusteeship 
should be allowed to stand for 
office for two yéars. 

No recommendations are 
made in the report on the kind of 
election procedure the future 
ESA should employ. The 
traditionally poor turnout in 
past elections, together with 
the singular ambitions of some 
of the members-to-be are 
criticized though, as factors 
contributing to the maladies of 
the ESA. On the other hand, the 
class rep system, as used at 
Loyola, is termed “daunting” for 
a university which has over 870 
evening classes. The Trustees 
do recommend that as many 
students as _ possible’ be 
included in the future ESA’s 
operations. | 

Raised in the report is the 
question of whether it would 
make sense for a sub-commit- 
tee of the Board of Governors to 
examine the financial state- 
ments and year’s activities of 
the Association on an annual 
basis. This follows from the 
observation that independent 


student associations seem 
inevitably to drift towards 
trusteeship. 

Regarding the ESA-sup- 


ported clubs, the proposal is 
that all clubs presently affiliated 
with the ESA be transferred to 
the University Council on 
Student Life. Exception is made 
for this newspaper which will 
cease to be with the publication 
of this issue. 

The Trustees suggestions 
against continuing The CON- 
CORDIAN are based, in part, on 
financial considerations, but 


also on the opinion of evening 
students polled in the ques- 
tionnaire which indicated that 
most students felt one campus 
newspaper to be sufficient. The 
report also» notes that The 
CONCORDIAN “did not give the 
impression of being a paper 
printed by and for evening 
students.” 

Final recommendations. in 


the report are that the ESA find 
itself smalier, tess “regal” 
offices, reduce the associa- 
tion’s fees and pay no more 
honouraria to officers or council 
members. The report ends with 
the expression of the need for a 
new direction for the ESA. 
Questionnaire 
Attached to .the Trustees 
report to the Board of Governors 
are last year’s financial 
statements and comments 
thereon (see CONCORDIAN No. 
1), and the results of the 
questionnaire handed out to 


evening students at regis- 
tration. 
Only 25% of evening 


students registering took the 
trouble to. complete the poll. 


Their answers form part of the 
basis for the recommendations 
made in the report. 40% were in 
favour of continuing the 
Association with a reduced fee. 
($2 to $3), while 38% voted for 
keeping the fees the same but 
ensuring that all programmes 
were for the benefit of evening 
students. Four hundred and 
sixteen students indicated they 
were willing to represent the 
ESA on various university 
committees, though this num- 
ber has dropped considerably. 
The class representative system 
was voted best by most 
students while, as mentioned, 
The CONCORDIAN received the 
thumbs-down verdict in a 41% 
to 37% decision. 


Druids stunning dice worid

Further back, and ali under 


the golden .500 mark, are Bill 
Hattem’s stubborn Pak, the 
tainted Gold Yellers, Red 
Barnabie and his __ fading 
Commerce Revival, and Ferris 
Abraham’s Wheels. 

In the Draft-Dodger league, 
meanwhile, the hottest scrap is 
in the Garnet division, where 
only a 1-game spread keeps the 
Houston Astros in first place 
and the Montrea! Expos in last. 
Bunched between the two are 
the Giants, Tigers and Yankees.

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Editorial 


It became painfully clear Friday evening that the two 
Concordia hockey teams are brewing a pretty violent rivalry 
between the two campuses rather than contributing to the 
harmony that should be forming within the university. A full 
scale brawl brought the feud to a head at Verdun stadium as 
the two clubs met head-on for the second time this season. 

Following a smattering of fisticuffs prompted mainly by 
shoddy officiating, Loyola campus hockey coach, Paul 
Arsenault sent his players scrambling over the boards to 
spark off a full scale brawl with the Georgians. The fight 
rapidly spread to include the fans and pandemonium reigned 
for about ten minutes. — 

When the tempers finally cooled the only major damage 
was a big black eye dealt to Concordia University. This is the 
second time Arsenault has tossed a monkeywrench into the 
progress of the merger. 

Not too long ago he was griping to members of Montreal’s 
media about some of the recruiting practices used by the Sir 
George Williams Georgians on their path to the finals last 
year. A couple of the writers gobbled up Arsenaults sour 
grapes and planted them in their newspapers presenting 
Concordia as Discordia to the Montreal community. 

Arsenault is fast becoming one of the leading dissidents in 
the Concordia merger. It is unfortunate that those who have 
the most to lose, the students who will be going out to the 
Montreal community with Concordia degrees looking for 
jobs, allowed themselves to be used as pawns to slur the 
name of Concordia University Friday night. 

Allis not rosey at the Sir George Campus either. There has 
been an awful lot of internal bellyachin’ about the merger in 
general and Loyola’s academic reputation or more 
specifically their lack of an academic reputation. The 
inequality has prompted numerous petty squabbles between 
faculties at both campuses slowing down the unification of 
the faculties. 

Once again it is the student taking the beating. This 
university is supposed to be here for the students, but they 
are taking a back seat to old loyalties and faculty pride. This 
Concordia thing is starting to move, people already are 
starting to recognize it as the equal of McGill. Now with alittle 
openminded enthusiasm from the faculty maybe we can bury 
some of the animosity and start making some progress. 

Finally to wrap it all up for the year and quite possibly for 
next term too a few glowing words about the evening student -~— 
newspaper down through the years in response to the report 
of the ESA trustees. : 

One of the predominant functions of the evening student 
paper starting with the first issue of the Nite Owl proceeding 
through the successful sojourn of The Paper and finally into 
the Concordian has been the protection of the Evening 
Student. The evening publication under its various names has 
served as the watchdog over the evening’ student 
representatives. The large budget of the ESA has lured several 
representatives with shady designs and a fair share of ego 
trippers to council each year. As soon as things ran amuck 
though, the newspaper was always the first to blow the 
whistle. Now the Evening Students are losing the only 
safeguard of their student fees down through the years. If 
there are rio complaints, fine! If there are, speak-up, its your 
money! 
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- Background 


The E.S.A. has become largely irrelevant to 
the needs and activities of evening students, 
and the constant turmoil in successive councils 
has “turned off” many evening students who 
might otherwise have participated in their own 
association. Councils appear to have spent 
much of their energy in internal squabbling, 
leaders to have been more concerned with their 
own ambitions, and the perquisities of office to 
have become far too tempting. The need for 14 
legal-sized pages of election by-laws nes 
support to this view. 


The majority of the programmes and clubs 
that the E.S.A. has sponsored do not appear to 
be organized primarily for the benefit of evening 
students. A few of them are capital. intensive 

" z and.can only appeal to a limited membership. 
The E.S.A. has been a source of funds for 
enterprising organizers, and this led us to the 
conclusion that the E.S.A. has had available 

: more money than it could use on genuine 
evening student needs. 


The general student apathy and the limited 
interest of evening students in particular have 
_ allowed this situation to arise and become 
entrenched in the E.S.A. Any individuals who 
may have tried to reform the private club 
atmosphere would have faced an almost 
impossible task. However distasteful, trustee- 
ship seems the only way to enable the E.S.A. to 
alter its course, and a new course must be 
plotted for the benefit of all evening students — 
not merely for their elected representatives. 


Role of the E.S.A. 


The history of Sir George Williams has been 


identified with evening students, and the 
University is by now fully aware of their different 
character and objectives. Work and home-life 
occupy most of their energy and interest and, 
for the greater part, their expectations of and 
involvement with the university are restricted to 
the particular courses they are taking each year. 
They do not seem to have much time nor 
interest left for extra-curricular activities, and 
we doubt that their priorities are likely to change 
to any significant extent. | 


However, we have been favourably impressed 
with their willingness to become involved with 
University affairs — provided that the time 
demanded ‘of them was-not excessive. As 
mature students, they appear interested in 
learning something about the internal workings 
and structure of the institution they are 
attending. Naturally, they are also concerned 
with the quality of the teaching and the 
availability of services for evening students. 


All of this adds up to a very different 
requirement from that of the average day 
student; and consequently the E.S.A. should 
not be striving to compete with the Day 
Students’ Association. The E.S.A. must mold 
itself realistically to what the majority of its 
members require at present. Conditions and 
expectations may well alter (although perusal of 
an earlier 1964 U.C.S.L. report on the E.S.A. 
indicates little change in the last decade) and 
the association must be able to adapt itself 
accordingly.

While the wording of these objectiv 
differs from the existing aims of the E 
would like to bring about a decided ¢ 
the emphasis and style of the associat 
this in mind, we offer the following obs 
and recommendations for the conside 
the Board of Governors. 


Part-Time & Evening Students 


Since the University is moving 
student classification by full-time and 
rather than by day and evening, we be 
this is a suitable time to change the na 
association (e.g. Part-Time Student 
ciation). 

Membership should, therefore, con: 


i) students classified as Part-Time 
University (those taking 18 credits 
Part-time students taking only day 
should have the choice of joining 
if they want to take part 
programmes. 

ii) Independent (or Partial) students; 

iii) students enrolled in Continuing E 
courses. 


Evening and part-time students are 
be synonymous in practice for some tir 
is not felt that the change of name wou 
way, change the role and nature 
association at present. For the 
consistency throughout this report, w 
the current name of Evening 
Association and refer always to 
students. 


Representation on boards & commi 


While many evening students have e 
a willingness to act as representative 
various University boards and comm 
which evening students are entitled t 
they have reservations about the amour 
they can spare for such activities, most 
occur during the day. 


To ease this problem, we recomm 
delegates be permitted for sub-commit 
that the various membership requirer 
not specifically name an_ individual 
President). 


Election of the Council 
This remains the single most difficult 
to solve satisfactorily. The apathy 
students on the one hand and the desire 
to hold office on the other have co 
directly to the maladies of the E.S.A. 
indifferent turnout of voters at general 
has helped perpetuate the cliques. 


We would like to make the coun 
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responsive to the needs and feelings of the 
evening student body. It also appears to us that 
the only group with which evening students has 
any real sense of identification is their particular 
class. Therefore, some system of representa- 
tives from each classroom electing from 
amongst themselves the members of the council 
would appear to have much to commend it. 


Unfortunately, however attractive this may 
seem in theory, the practicalities — arranging for 
the selection of representatives from over 870 
classes and then organizing their subsequent 
meeting to elect a council — seem, upon 
consideration, to be rather daunting for a small 
organization. 


As we have not yet been able to reach 
agreement on whether to retain the present 
method of general elections or whether to adopt 
some form of electoral college of class 
representatives, we cannot presently make any 
recommendations in this matter, 


To ensure that the association-ean make a 
fresh start and chart a better direction for itself, 
we recommend that no officers or members of 
the council at the time of the trusteeship be 
permitted to stand for election during the next 


two years. 


. We have been favourably impressed with the 
number and calibre of students who answered an 
appeal for volunteers to assist the E.S.A.; on the 
assumption that this was not an_ isolated 
occurrence, we would like to see future councils 
continue this practice of involving as many 
students as possible. 


* Relationship to the University 


We have been concerned by the fact that the 
only way by which the University becomes 
directly involved with a student association is by 
the reluctant imposition of trusteeship when its 
internal affairs get too far out of control. We 
wonder what other means there might be which 
would permit the University to use some moral 


persuasion at an earlier stage and thus avoid - 


recourse to the ultimate deterrent of suspending 
a constitution. 


This is a delicate subject and the University 
properly does not wish to interfere with students’ 
affairs. But eventually it-does indeed get forced 
to interfere, in spite of its wishes. Since all 
associations are directly responsible to the 
Board of Governors, would it make sense for a 
sub-committee of the Board to review, on an 
annual basis, the financial statements and the 
years activities with the officers of each 
association? 


Relationship to other student associations 


It seems that a separate evening student 
association for each campus may continue to be 
needed but that the two councils must work 
together more closely in many areas, and 
especially when dealing with the University. 
However, we consider that the relationship 
between the two evening student associations 
should be decided by future elected councils and 
that the Trustees do not need to concern 
themselves with this issue, apart from holding 
preliminary discussions with L.E.S.A. represen- 
tatives. 


We believe that the E.S.A. should co-operate 
with the other associations whenever feasible 


and that it should be prepared to participate in 
any union of Concordian student associations 
that may be created. 


Clubs 


We find that the various clubs which receive 
financial support from the E.S.A. appear now to 
have little direct connection with evening 
students and most of them do not even seem to 
be directed specifically towards evening 
students. 


Some clubs are oriented towards specific 
disciplines and solicit funds from any source. To 
the extent that their programmes are scheduled 
to be available for evening students, it seems 
reasonable for future E.S.A. councils to continue 
considering such requests in the light of their 
own priorities and budgets. 


There is another group of clubs and 
programmes which are dynamic and contribute 
greatly to the quality of the University life. These 


have been funded to a more substantial degree by . 


the E.S.A., but their programmes are not 
primarily for evening students. We can see no 
rationale for evening students to have to 
financially support such activities in future. 


We would recommend that all clubs presently 
affiliated with the E.S.A. be transferred to the 
University Council on Student Life. At the same 
time, we suggest that the E.S.A. should 
examine, with the D.S.A., the possibilities of 
jointly sponsoring certain pragenes or 
activities. 


The Concordian 


Originally, there may have been valid reasons 
for launching a second student newspaper at Sir 
George; the key ones were, presumably, to 
reflect collectively the evening students’ point of 
view on matters that concerned them and to keep 
them informed individually on University and 
association affairs. Thanks to advertising 
revenues, the paper was intended to become 
almost financially self-sufficient and-—€.S.A. 
contributions have not formed a large part of the 
annual E.S.A. budget — except, of course, for 
last year. 


- However, a possible failure to generate the 


required advertising revenue creates both a 
difficult problem of financial control during the 
year and a sizeable contingent liability for E.S.A. 
budgets. The competition by — student 
newspapers for advertising hurts each other and 
hardly enhances the impression of the University 
in the community. 


All of this might be acceptable if the 
publishing of a separate newspaper were to 
provide practical experience in journalism for the 
evening students. But there is no indication of 
any such demand, and the exigencies of issuing 
a weekly paper are such that it requires 
considerably more time and effort than evening 
students seem prepared to give. 


‘Perhaps as a result of this, The 
CONCORDIAN, in spite of its best efforts, does 


‘not give the impression of being a paper printed 


by and for evening students, and we have been 
dismayed to learn how little evening students 
identify with it, and how irrelevant it appears to 
be in their University experience. 


We would ‘recommend that the E.S.A. stop 


~ 


publishing its own paper and examine other 
means of communicating with its members at 
large. A newsletter and/or a column in the 
Georgian would provide a more effective and 
economic means of communication. 


Space 


The E.S.A. presently uses, and pays for, 
various offices on the sixth floor of the Hall 
Building. The council members have enjoyed 
rather regal quarters which must have 
contributed to the private club atmosphere and 
seeming isolation from their constituents. 


We consider that the E.S.A. would profit by 
taking a smaller (and if possible more 
accessible) office, and that the remaining E.S.A. 
space used by The CONCORDIAN and various 
clubs should be offered first to U.C.S.L. before 
being turned over to the University. 


Fees 


By divesting itself of various programmes, as 
recommended in this report, and by restricting 
its overhead expenses, the E.S.A. should be able 
to operate satisfactorily on. a much smaller 
budget and we _ therefore ,.recommend a 
corresponding reduction in the annual 
association fee.« ; : 


We further recommend that any subsequent 
increase in the annual fee be approved by 
referendum before being submitted to the Board 
of-Governors. 


Personal Remuneration 


We recommend that no honoraria, tuition or 
allowances be paid to. elected officers and 
council members; however, this would not 
prevent their being reimbursed for reasonable 
out-of-pocket expenses incurred in connection 
with their E.S.A. duties. 


We recommend also that no elected officer or 
council meMber be allowed to receive salary or 
commission for services rendered in any 
capacity from this or any other student 
organization. - 


Summary 


We believe that adoption. of the 
recommendations in this report would re-orient 
the E.S.A. in a direction that would be more in 
keeping with the present expectations and needs 
of evening students. Our task, as we have seen it, 
has been to undertake some overdue pruning 
which should permit the E.S.A. to grow and 
flourish in a more productive atmosphere. The 
new constitution should provide sufficient 
flexibility for this purpose. 


If it is the wish of the Board of Governors, we 


would be prepared to carry on as Trustees in- 


order to assist with the drafting of this new 
constitution and to provide for.an orderly 
transition back to an elected student council.

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New Fellini film explores 
- pathos with earthy realism

Amarcora, at the Elysee 
theatre, is undoubtedly Fellini 
in one of his best forms. 
Translated, | remember, it is an 
episodic film in Fellini’s new 
impressionistic space-time 
sense (stole this from you, Bill). 
Its leverage point is a15 year old 
boy, who makes it possible for 
Fellini to immerse us into the 
life of a family and a school 
classroom, without making the 
boy the hero as such. 

Fellini either appears on his 
sets in person, or else he uses 
such devices as an almost 
neutral focus-actor, both of 
which serve to keep us acutely 
conscious of the fact that he has 
created and pieced the film 
together. 

So, In Amarcora, a boy, and 
strangely enough, a narrator 
thread their way through, the 
latter as the kind who usually 
appears superimposed on the 


‘screen guiding the audience 
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through the Grand Canyon, 
except that this guide also 
receives insults and snowballs 
from the actual characters. 
(Commercialism?) ~ 

* Episodes of the antics of a 
really funny group of school- 
children, family. at once 
bizarre and familiar seem to 
have no. connection in the 
beginning. We are caught

thinking, ‘aha, Surrealism’, but 
not so. They begin to link 
together forming a remarkably 


warm and near portrait of an - 


Italian village. The town’s 
festivities, home life, woes, 
joys and quirks lead us to a real 
sympathy with the characters in 
a great look at humanness. It is 
this sense of ‘gros bon sens’, 
this earthy contact with life in 
all its zest which the film carries 
so movingly. For this reason, 
one can almost justify Fellini’s 
seemingly baseness of attitude. 
He warmly draws the spectator 
in, through laughter, pathos 
and wryness, and best of ali, 
without a drop of cynicism. In 
parts, absurdity is made 
plausible, in some neo-real 
fantasy sessions. 

In this manner, a faceless 
greaser roars through on a 
magnificent black motorcycle at 
very specific moments: every- 
time a man desires and cannot 
have a woman. Gradesca, a 
classic portrayal of the woman 
as Tease, wears. Fellini’s 
trademark, red. Catholicism 
becomes humourous, touch- 
ing, and wry in its humanity, as 
confession day rolls around at 
the little school and each boy 
must tell of his misdeeds to an 
absentmindedly wise (or foolish 
priest who is more interested in 
the arrangement of flowers on 





the altar than in the school boys’ 
misdeeds. Pathetic but not 
tear-jerking is the village’s 
accordian player, a blind man, 
who, when he. attends the 
town’s celebration of a gaudy 
American passing ship, vainly 
shouts, “What is it like, tell me, 
what is it like?” 

Amarcod is a shrewd and 
touching movie that | wish 
would be seen by everyone.

The sport of water skiing has . 


taken quite a turn since 1922 


when 18 year old Ralph 
Samuelsen of Lake City, 
Minnesota made his first 
successful attempt to ski 


behind a motor boat using 8 foot 
pine boards with the tips 
steamed upwards. Today it is 
estimated that there are well 
over 50 million water skiers 
throughout the world. Canada, 
with less than .01% of this 
figure, has in the personage of 
George Athans Jr. the top notch 
water skier in the world. 

He cuts a swath through the 
slalom, flies 173 feet through 
the air minus wings and popsa 
string of tricks at sea level that 
almost challenge divinity. When 
questioned about his sublimity, 
he modestly replies “I believe 
there are 4 or 5 top skiers in the 
world and it’s just a matter of 
whose day it happens to be”. A 
glance at the partial list of his 
championship titles suggests 
that George surely has had his 
day. 

He concluded the ‘73 
campaign with his 2nd con- 
secutive World title in Bogota, 
Columbia and was named both 
ateur

Athlete of the year. It was at this 
time that the press publicized 
George’s retirement. During his 
abdication, 1974 saw George 
accomplish a few things. The 
first was landing the Lida Cup in 
Stockholm, Sweden. Then it 
was off to Atlanta, Georgia 
where George put an end to 
American domination of one of 
the most prestigious titles in 
Competitive Water Skiing, The 
American Masters Champion- 
ship. From Georgia, Athans 
hiked up to Hull, Quebec where 
he easily handled the Canadian 
Championship, a title he has 
held for the past 10 years. The 
pro tour then took him to 
Ontario where the best in the 
world congregated at Toronto 
island’s Sing Pond Lagoon for 
the coveted Belvedere Interna- 
tional. Here George snatched 
away 1st place honors with his 
Fairy Tale ending. 

With the tricks and slalom 
events gone by, George found 
himself back in 4th place before 
a disbelieving home crowd. 
“Today is not George’s day”, 
affirmed the T.V. announcer, 
“He’ll have to do amazingly well 
in the Jumping event to win here 
today.” Each competitor got 3 
the ramp and 
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George Athans finishing off his world record jump to clinch the overall championship at the 


Belvedere International. 

although George’s first 2 jumps 
were good, they weren’t good 
enough to place. The commen- 
tator again intervened, “After 
receiving the tabulation on 
George’s first 2 attempts, he’l! 
need a jump of at least 173 feet 
for top honors, and that would 
be a new World Record.” “I 


knew everything was riding on 


my last jump and | tried about as 
hard as | ever did.” Making his 
double cut) George strained 
every muscle to its furthest 
extremity against the towboats 
unyielding pull. Hitting the 
ramp with a near breakneck 
speed, he flew 173 _ feet 
downstream for a New World 
Record and the Belvedere Cup. 
“| knew it was a good one, but | 
didn’t know it was that good. | 
must have caught a gust of 
wind. tt was nice to win at home 
instead of being shown up by 
Americans.” When asked about 
his cliff hanger ending George 
recalled Clint Ward’s words of 
“You couldn’t have written a 
prettier ending.” 

1974 also saw George receive 
2 awards. He was voted into 


Canada’s Sport Hall of Fame in 
Toronto and he was named to 
the Order of Canada in Ottawa. 
Not bad for a guy who quit! 

What does the future’ hold for 
G.A.? Well, he must defend his 
Crown, August ’75 in London, 
England, the site of the next 
World Championship. “I'd like 
to make it 3in arow. No-one has 
ever done it before and I’ve got 
as good a chance as anyone.” 
When asked if there would be 
any changes in preparing for ’75 
he explained, “I'll just go at it 
the same way | usually do. | ski 
seriously about 4 or 5 months a 
year and when | do | really get 
my head into it. | think that’s 
where | have an advantage over 
the Americans who ski the year 
round in an attempt to perfect 
their presentation. They seem 
to ski in cycles, with a lot of ups 
and downs.” 

When George defends his 
Crown in England he will be 


‘putting everything on the line, 


as he will have everything to 
lose and little to gain. Whatever 
the outcome George Athans has , 
carved out quite a reputation for 


himself. It has been mainly 
through his success that 
Canada has developed a 
National Ski Team _ which 


finished second to the U.S. at 
the last world Championships. 
It is with some pride that he 
mentions Canada has a 
National Ski association with a 
head office in Ottawa and 
provincial associations in every 
province. 

While those accomplish- 
ments reflect competitive suc- 
cess, he takes more interest in 
pertinent abstract efforts which 
reflect the man buf for the 
moment, his primary objective 
is a 3rd straight world title at 
dondon, England in 1975. 

To George S. Athans Jr., now 
in his final year here at Sir 
George, we want to wish the 
best of luck in the future and 
remember JAMAIS DEUX SANS 
TROIS.
